Wilderness for Tomorrow 


The third biennial Wilderness Conference. 
held in Berkeley on May 15 and 16, brought 
participants together from such widely dif- 
ferent places as Washington and Denver, 
Jackson Hole and New York. Anchorage. 
Coeur d'Alene. Los Angeles and Point Bar- 
row. It resulted in an increased recognition 
ithe urgency of measures to better protect 
ur wilderness. and in some definite recom- 
mendations 

Despite their varied backgrounds and ex- 
perience. all who took part in the discussions 
share one common motivation: they want to 
ork out mow the provisions and policies 
issure wilderness for future users. 
too. Various speakers stressed repeatedly 
that what we have today is all the wilderness 
ve will ever have; that there is no new wild- 


that may 


emess to discover. no way to restore prim- 
eval quality to land that has once been ex- 
loited. It is our responsibility today to rec- 
gnize tomorrow's need—probably greater 
than today’s—-for wilderness experience 
What and Why? 


The 1953 Conference took up essentially 
here the second Conference had left off. 
Through the meetings in 1949 and 1951, it 
ud become clear that the problems of any 
wilderness anywhere are the problems of all 
wilderness everywhere, and that those con- 
ered with the problems—although 
proaching them from divergeat viewpoints— 
ire working more closely together than they 
had realized. With the third 
Conference. the principal effort was to apply

this cooperation to a definite wilderness 
program 

Discussions at the Conference were about 
evenly divided between the philosophy and 
the actual practice of wilderness preserva- 
tion. One entire day was given to thorough 
consideration of what constitutes wilderness 
why we have preserved it. and what we seek 
in it; the bases on which further public sup- 
port of wilderness preservation should be 
sought ; how wilderness boundaries should be 
determined and maintained; what activities 
are appropriate to wilderness. The thought 
was fairly well developed that primitive 
character is easily lost and that its protection 
may be expected to become increasingly dif- 
ficult. It was the sentiment of the Confer- 
ence that the value of a given area as wilder- 
ness should be the controlling factor in estab- 
lishing boundaries, rather than economic or 
other nonwilderness cons‘derations. The im- 
portance of resisting intrusive developments 

whether for commercial exploitation or 
merely for easier access—was repeatedly em- 
phasized. The definition of wilderness and 
its protection may well be summarized in 
Dave Brower’s ideal of “an area that shows 
no evidence of man’s coming. being there. or 
having been there.” 


How to Save 11? 


A lively discussion on wilderness adminis- 
tration brought out the increasingly serious 
problem of damage to wilderness by those 
who visit it—often through sheer overuse 
but most commonly through misuse. Again 
and again speakers stressed the need for edu- 
cation. 








Noted and commended were the assign- 
ment of additional “roving” rangers to the 
back country in both parks and forests. the 
fine cooperation of many packers in clean- 
camp education and in actual cleanup. and 
the growing momentum of the campaign 
against the “litterbug.”” The Conference rec- 
ognized, and urged steps to curb, an increas- 
ing tendency toward mechanized penetration 
into buffers and even into wilderness. Sup- 
port for proposed national wilderness legis- 
lation was strongly reiterated 


Arctic Wilderness 


From Kodachromes and from discussion 
by men who have worked in the area and 
know it well, the Conference learned some- 
thing of the geography, ecology. and econ- 
omy of the northeastern corner of Alaska—a 
region that is still wild by circumstance but 
cannot be expected to remain so without 
protection. The

Congress: Committee hearings were he 
late in May on the “Stockmen’s Bills,” HR 
4023 and S. 1491. Both proponents and opp 
nents of these measures had an opportuni 
to present their views but the Bureau , 
Land Management and the Forest Servic 
could not testify, as their reports had not ye 
been approved by the Bureau of the Budge 

The House Subcommittee on Public Lang 
apparently concluded its hearing without th 
testimony of the two government agencies 
The Senate Committee on Interior and h 
sular Affairs. on the other hand, adjoume 
its hearing until such time as the govem 
ment reports are available 

It is possible (and we are hopeful) thatn 
further action will be taken on these mea 
ures during this session, or even in the ner 
session. But the persistence of the few intl 
ential stockmen who are leading this cam 
paign is such that this legislation must con 
tinue to be watched carefully. 

Legislature: It appears that our Califomi 
state park system will be less concrete an 
more woodsy with the defeat of the Red 
wood Highway bills. S. 69 was voted dom 
in the Senate Committee on Natural Re 
sources so that it did not reach the floor « 
the Senate.

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May Meeting of Board of Directors 


The Board of Directors of the Sierra Club 
held an organization meeting in San Fran- 
sco on May 2, 1953,* and considered the 


following conservation matters 


Interior Adviser 


Restor Robinson had again been named by 
the Secretary of the Interior as a member of 
the Advisory Committee to the Secretary. 
the designation being as a representative of 
the western United States, not specifically 
sa representative of the Sierra Club. He 
reported on a recent meeting of the com- 
nittee in Washington. There were two days 
sent with the office of Secretary McKay, 
‘onferences with the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture on board policies, and at a meeting of 
the Emergency Committee on Natural Re- 
sources with President Eisenhower, he rep- 
resented the club. Among the items consid- 
ered by the Advisory Committee was Budget 
Circular C-47, concerned with the presenta- 
tion of projects requiring appropriations, in 
vhich every project must be submitted sep- 
rately. The issuance of this circular changes 
the status of a number of projects and works. 


Vational Parks Legislation 


In the discussion of this topic Conrad 
Wirth. Director of the National Park Service 
ho Was present at the meeting, expressed 
is views regarding Park Service policy. 
With respect to specific legislation he felt

The value of individuals writing to the 
Secretary of the Interior regarding their 
views on proposed dams in national parks 
was emphasized. 

United States Forest Service 

Regional Forester Clare Hendee spoke on 
behalf of the Forest Service concerning the 
Washington conference and an annual meet- 
ing of Forest Supervisors. He stressed that 
adequate appropriations are very important 
but that time also is required to solve the 
problems. 

Hearings have been held on several bills 
concerning appropriations for recreational 
funds, and people are becoming aware of the 
facts involved. There are three sources of 
funds and they appear to be in the order of 
preference: (1) Direct appropriation (in- 
cluding provisions in the budget. (2) Legis- 
lation, for a percentage of receipts (such as 
the Baker Bill). (3) Licensing of users 
which puts the burden of cost on those who 
share the benefits. The costs of equitably

favorable. Later in the meeting Bestor Rob- 
inson suggested further study regarding the 
policy of users paying directly. The proposed 
new Engle bills were referred to the Con- 
servation Committee. 


Pest Control in Parks 


At the previous meeting of the Board. the 
directors had recommended that the aerial 
spraving of poisons in any national park for 
the purpose of controlling floral pests not be 
authorized until a full study and report had 
been made covering the results of informa- 
tion obtained from spraying outside the 
parks. The original question arose in regard 
to spraying in Tuolumne Meadows. where 
the needle miner was killing the lodgepole 
pines. Hemlocks apparently take over where 
the pines have been killed. It is not a ques- 
tion, however. of choice between the trees. 
but whether management of flora and fauna 
shall be exercised in such a way in the na- 
tional parks. After a valuable report from 
Milton Hildebrand on the effects on wildlife 
of spraying or dusting with DDT, and after 
much discussion. it was agreed to table the 
question. The Conservation Committee was 
requested to study the broad question of the 
validity of control in wilderness areas and 
the desirability of leaving some natural, un- 
managed districts both in Forest Service and 
Park Service areas 
Park Service . [pprojn 1ations 

The directors authorized President Leon- 
ard to telegraph the Senate Appropriations 
Committee. to urge them to recognize the 
importance of adequate appropriations for 
the maintenance, management and protec- 
tion of the national parks and monuments; 
and to ask them to recommend to the Senate 
the restoration of the amounts proposed by 
the Administration but deleted by the 
House; namely. $1,200,000 for management 
and protection, and a like amount for main- 


tenance and rehabilitation. 
Santa Ynez Oil and Gas 

Hendee stated that a hearing was to be 
held in Santa Barbara on May 19 regarding 
oil and gas lease applications in the Santa 
Ynez area. The Forest Service is primarily 











concerned about the watershed protecti 
and the chief hazard—fire—and has rego 
mended against the applications. Only sm 
portions of the area lie within the Vent, 
and San Rafael wild areas. The condor x 
uge is not involved directly although 
applications for oil exploration and develg, 
ment are quite close. There is a possibiljt 
however, that the development would rey 
in roads that would impair wilderness valy 
The directors agreed to request the | 
Padres Chapter to represent the Sierra Ch

Clean Camps Program 


Attention was called to favorable co 
ment by the Forest Service and the l 
Public Health Service. Hendee commené 
the Sierra Club for initiating and carrying, 
the clean camps campaign, saying that t 
Forest Service considers the club’s work 
great value. Harold Bradley presented copi 
of the new illustrated folder entitled “Ni 
Meet Hector, the Garbage Collector,” whi 
has been distributed in great numbers a 
ready. It was proposed that where feasit 
a contribution of two cents for each leaf 
be paid by organizations that might é 
tribute them. Edgar Wayburn indicated th 
in San Francisco there were requests for 
thousand or more provided they could 
given away. It was generally agreed that th 
leaflet was excellent and should be wide 
distributed; and it was also suggested that 
the future the treatment might be somewh 
broader and not confined to clean camps 
the high altitude country. 


John Muir Home 


William Colby brought up the desirabilit 
of obtaining the Muir Home as a state park 
it is a significant historical spot and a fi 
example of early California architecture. 4 
present the matching fund policy of the Sta 
Park Commission is an obstacle to acquis 
tion of this site, and there is a great discreé 
ancy between the appraisal by the Comms 
sion and the asking price by the preset!

Redwood Highway 

The State Parks Administration has in- 
wugurated study of an alternate route 
shich would not pass through the redwoods. 
Preliminary investigation indicates that 
there is a possible bypass route (covering 
jout 24 miles) which would stay clear of 
the redwoods. An engineering study is now 
needed to obtain all pertinent data; the im- 
nedate problem is how to finance such a 
study. There is a possibility that tidelands oil 
rovalties may be available. The Belotti Bill 
\B. 2570) even as amended, is definitely 
defeated. The 


indesirable and should be 


basic objection to this and other similar bills, 
is that the control of the removal of trees in 
the redwood state parks is taken away from 
the Parks Administration and turned over 
exclusively to the Highway Division. 
Colby urged that if legislation is passed to 
remove control in this manner from the 
Parks Division, we should look forward to 
getting out an initiative. He felt that if the 
people of the state as a whole, realized what 
was being done to the park system, they 
would speak with an overwhelming voice.

Honorary Officers: William E. Colby was 
inanimously reelected Honorary President ot 
the Sierra Club, and the twelve Honorary Vice 
Presidents of the club were also reelected 

Honorary Life Member: Dr. Wallace Sterling, 
President of Stanford University, was unani- 
mously elected an Honorary Life Member of the 
Sierra Club 

Executive Director: Action was taken to 
reate the permanent post of Executive Director 
i the Sierra Club, and David R. Brower was 
named to that post. 

Brower reported on his temporary term as 
Executive Director for the period December 15, 
1952 to May 2, 1953. He cited the great volume 
{conservation material affecting legislation and 
untrywide welfare since the advent of the new 
national administration, and related this to the 
roadening interests of the Sierra Club and 
ther organizations which are collaborating in 
vhat may be called the “conservation front.” He 
winted out that even with the expanding re- 
sponsibilities of the Executive Director’s job, 
the Interests of the club still require full effort 
irom volunteers who contribute their time and 
thoughts as individuals and as members of vari- 
us committees—-those now at work and others 

come 

Budget: The total budget for 1953-1954, sub- 
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mitted by the Executive Director, in total 
amount of $58,300.00, was approved by the 
directors. It was noted that in spite of the in- 
crease in dues, from six dollars to seven dollars 
for the current year, the rate of receiving dues 
has been higher this vear. 

Fiscal Year: Leonard recommended that the 
fiscal vear be changed to end December 31, in- 
stead of March 31, since the latter date appears 
to be causing some difficulties. However, dues 
collections would continue as usual in the spring, 
to be tied in with the ballot for the election of 
dues allocations for the new 
fiscal year can be calculated in a satisfactory 
manner at that time. The directors approved a 
fiscal vear from January 1 to December 31 

tngeles Chapter: William Henderson, chair- 
man of the chapter in Los Angeles, stated that 
the “Southern California” chapter (the oldest 
one in the club, organized in 1905) had decided, 
now that several other chapters exist in South- 
ern California, to change the name to Los 
Angeles Chapter, and that further consideration 
was being given to modifying this to “Angeles” 
chapter.
